At last, to prevent money from 
over coming the individual freedom, 
Islam obliged the rich people to give 
Alms to the poor and also put a 
certain system for the distribution of 
the heritage. This Islamic system 
leeds man to spend his money fcr 
the liberation of the slaves and they 
make him nearer to God. In this 
respect, holy Qur'an says : " Those 
who spend their substance in the 
causa of God, and follow not up 
their gifts with reminders of their 
generosity or with injury, — for 
them their reward is with their Lord : 
On them shall be no fear, nor shall 
they grieve. " 

( S. The Cow, V. 262. ) 



Islam, after all. is not a mess- 
age for the time of the prophet 
Mohamed "pence may be upon him", 
but it is the message which aimed 
at realizing the human values in the 
common and social life of the in- 
dividuals. Hence, it is the everlasting 
message. 

Surely, humanity is in need of 
Islam expecially at the time when 
wise people seek the guidance which 
show them the right way for the 
reformation of their society. Hence, 
the activity of wealth, thinking, 
heart and conscience, will be partible 
fields among all people. The superior 
man is he who has an excellent 
personal quality and not by his old 
honour, his past pride or his in- 
herited wealth. 

Indeed, the eternity of Islam is 
essential for the humanity, because 
Islam is a remedy and also a protect- 
ion in the same time. 
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are under their rule. This means that 
Islam considers the people as equal 
as each other aud consequently, one 
who will surpass others, his surpass 
will be only due to his own efforts 
and human abilities which are only 
used for the benefits of mankind. But 
the pride of honour itself, has no 
right to prefer one person or society 
on the others, Prophet Mohamad 
said : * There is no distinction bet- 
ween an Arab person and a foreign 
one except only by his piety ". And 
beside the Qur'anic quotation with 
regard to the equality among the 
individuals, Prophet Mohamad " peace 
may be upon him " said concerning 
one's servants " Your Servants are 
your brothers ". 

Indeed, this saying ensures the 
human brotherhood between the 
master — who has the pride of ho- 
nour — and his servant, and askes 
both of them to treat the other acco- 
rding to this islamic fundamental 
and this treatment is not only limited 
to the financial affairs, but also 
includes the psycological feelings whi- 
ch induce the master to respect his 
servant and to treat him brotherly. 

In the respect of the pride of 
wealth and properties, Islam calls 
people to liberate themselves from 
the ilavery of the individual owner- 
ship. So Islam prohibited usury which 



is a mean for the humiliation of the 
needy people. Moreover, Islam urged 
people, especially V e rich, to liberate 
the slaves and to restore the human 
dignity to them. A certain part of 
Alms also was allocated to their 
liberation, holy Qur'an says : " Alms 
are for the poor and the needy, and 
those employed to administer the 
( funds ) ; for those whose hearts 
have been ( recency ) reconciled 
(to truth); for those in bondage 
and in debt ; in the cause of God, 
and for the wayfarer ( thus is it ) 
ordained by God, and God is full of 
knowledge and wisdom ". 

S. The Repentance, V. 60 ) . 




Islam also considers that the 
liberation of anv slave is a salvation 
for his liberator from a certain fault, 
holy Qar'an says : " But these who 
divorce their wives by Zihar, then 
wish to go back on the words they 
uttered, ( it is ordained that such a 
one) should free a slave before they 
touch each other. " 

( S. The waman who pleads, 
V. 3. ) 

" God will not call you to 
account for what is futile in your 
oaths, but He will call you to acco- 
unt for j our deliberate oath : For 
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gave the chance to some groups of 
the individuals to enjoy a luxurious 
life, while deprived others from 
enjoying their rights in the human 
freedom. 

In addition to these two sides 
of the human society — during the 
time of the prophet Mohamad's call — 
there was a third one which was 
( as I think ) deeper in its influence 
on the social life than the others. It 
is the side of the belief and those 
who induce people to faith, there 
were the idolatry and the priests. 
The idolatry tied the people to the 
tangible things and prevented them 
from understanding the human values 
or carrying them out in their life — 
And at the same time, the priests 
made a classe from amongst themse- 
lves and gave it the right of recom- 
mendation, intercession, forgiveness 
( removal of- sins ) and foretelling 
the future. Thev also claimed for 
themselves a special knowledge about 
the unseen, hence, they prevented 
people from seeking knowledge by 
themselves or by what they were 
prepared with it, such as mind, expe- 
riences and also the different means 
of observances. Indeed, the priests 
monpolized the knowledge for them- 
?e!ves, and mostly, their knowledge 
was nothing but a kind of supersti- 
tion leading to the pessimism which 
did not leave any room for the Opti- 
mism except in the raie conditions- 



Because they monopolized foretelling 
of the future, they were called ( Al- 
Arrafon) which means (Future Tollers). 

As to the power of the obstacles 
and the hindrances in the human 
society — during the time of the 
prophet Mohamad peace may be upon 
him — , it was very important for 
the success of his call to be of a 
strong faith, endurance, patience, and 
surely prophet Mohamad u peace 
may be upon him " was the best 
example for the good believer who 
has a complete confidence in his 
call and the good preacher who 
meets the difficulties with a patient 
heart. But the message of the Prophet 
Mohamad " peace may be upon him " 
should be a guidance for the remo- 
val of these obstacles and a breakage 
for the different hindrances in the 
human society. It is absolutely sure 
that these hindrances and obstacles 
have been made by means of the 
prevailing faith a^ that t im e and also 
by the pride of honour, in addition 
to the authority of wealth which had 
been exceeded till it enslaved the 
man himself. 

Indeed, this was the object of 
Mohamad's message, it was the 
message of liberty, or rather, the 
message which aimed at reformation 
of mankind on basis of human values, 
it was the message that guided to 
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love, social justice and human broth- 
erhood. While we iind that people 
are .influenced by the attractive 
materia! features of lite, we find that 
rarely they understand the purpose 
of the human life and its value for 
mankind, and for this reason the 
scope of the material power is wider 
and deeper in man's life than the 
■cope of the immaterial one. Hence, 
the conflict between these two pow- 
er! is not at all an equal, and also 
the mastery of the immaterial power 
is lesser in time than the material 
one which dictates its ideas and 
directions that affect the life of the 
society, 

Verily, the immaterial mastery 
which is the mastery of the human 
values in the society's lfie — espec- 
ially equality and the social justice — 
does not appear except after Ihe 
removal of the obstacles wich were 
put by the material power. And as 
long as these obstacles are of a 
strong influence, and as long as they 
are common in the society's life; the 
improvement of the bad condition of 
the people, the restoration of the 
social justict and the realization of 
equality among them are verv diffic- 
ult, and consequently, the one who 
preaches for these improvements 
should be a man of patience and 
true faith. 

The Call of the prophet Moha- 
mad "peace may be upon him" was 



aiming at the improving of the bad 
condition of the human society, as it 
was intending to assure the human 
values and to evaluate them on 
basis of the true aims of the man in 
both his individual and jocial life. 
Surely, the hindrances and the obst- 
acles, which made differences amcrg 
the individuals of tht society at that 
time, were strong in their firmness, 
deep in their penetration and very 
old in their age. Consequently, man 
himself considered as a kind of 
goods; salable and purchasable by 
his master { another man used him 
as a slave ). Moreover, the price of 
the man was subjected to the burg- 
ain, it would be up or dowen accor- 
ding to his ability to work or his 
skill, and sometimes due to his app- 
earance or colour. Henee, the slave 
market become a profitable mercha- 
ndise and the society began to taste 
this commerce as he rrfaster of the 
slave himself. As a result of that, 
man lost both his human characteri- 
stics and his human nature. 

On the other hand, there were 
pride of honour, wealth, and dignity 
of both Roman and Persian empires 
outside the arabian Penensula, and 
also there was honour of the arabian 
tribes inside it. This dignity lead to 
a kind of the dictatorial leadership 
and the social injustice that lead, by 
turn, to the distinction of classes 
among the human society which also

As Islam demands repelling 
aggresmn with equal measures, it 
teaches at the sam§ time that follo- 
wing this attitude is religious and 
that God is on the side of the people 
who stick to the principles of their 
religion. 

We may safely conclude that 
the Islamic society is a free, co-ope- 
rative and well-balanced one, ( or 
using a recent term ' a socialist 
society ' ). It is a society that prot- 
ects its independence and preserves 
its existence. 

Belief in God alone, religious 
morality and the jihad for the sake 
of God, the doctrines professed by 
Islam, should be motivations or fact- 
ors that help the growth of our 
Islamic society. 
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The Islamic society, since its ! 
formation in Medina, has adopted 
itself to the existence of control and \ 
the existence of the executive power, j 

I 

The gift of Omar, that is, the 
general control which he imposed, 
stood as symbol of this executive 
power. 

All that we say about religious 
morality, and the stress we put upon 
its existence and necessity is meant 
to show that it is the duty of the 
Islamic society as will as any other 
society to see to it that this power 
is latent in its existence and at the 
same time maintain its survival 
because it is much better for the 
society to be led by self motivation 
rather than to be led by law and its 
executive power. 

4. -Maintainin g the Character 
of Society and Protecting Jt: 

The belief in God and the re- 
ligious m rality are two factors in 
the formation of the Islamic society, 
its survival and its consolidation. 

Another factor in maintaining 
the character of the Islamic society 
and defending it against outside ag- 
gression is i' fl e "Djihad" for the sske 
of Allah. 1 presume that the word 
"Djihadia'' is derived from the word 
"Djihad". I also believe that colonial 



forces made the word hateful to ui 
through the wrong and the fooleries 
done to or played on the recruited 
and military people during the era 
of their rule. 

Through the application of the 
principle o! "Aldjehad", Islam aimed 
at two things: The first is to retain 
Islam in the Islamic society and 
maintain its ideology and its order. 

The second is to preserve the 
islamic order and defend its ideolog- 
ies against aggression of enemies 
who constantly disbelieve in, and 
mock these ideologies. 

"O you who believe ! Choose 
not for friends such of those who 
received the Scripture before you, 
and of the disbelievers, as make a 
jest and sport of your religion. 
| (S. 5, V. 57). 

In denying the ideology and 
order in the islamic society, this 
enemy in fact rejects the very exis- 
tence oi the islamic society and 
desires its splitting and dissolution. 

" Aldjehad " is the defence of 
these values against aggression. It 
may take the form of giving answers 
to what is said against Islamic values. 
What is meant here is not actual 
fighting: the aim is to stand against

" Allah has promised those who

Should this religious morality 
and its effects be realized in the 
light of the belief in the Message of 
Islam, then the Islamic society would 
not be faced with problems calling 
for solutions. For, if this morality in 
itself is powerful enough to motivate 
the righteous deed, it is also a pre- 
ventive against problems. The probl- 
ems of any society arise because of 
aversion, lack of uprightness in acti- 
on, and lack of co-operation and 
balance; again, they arise when the 
feeling of sympathy is weakened and 
when selfishness has the upper hand 
and thereby spoils human relations. 
Then society suffers problems : ihe 
individual has his problems with 
himself and with o!hers; the family 
faces tae Problems pertaining to the 
relationship between its members; 
husbands and wives have the probl- 
ems of their matrimonial life, and 
so on. 

For these reasons, the teachings 
of Islam, in which one should believe. 



If we are to discuss relijious 
morality or religious conscience in 
the Islamic society and compare them 
to the Law or the Executive Power 
in regard to guiding society and 
motivating it to uprightness in acticn 
and good treatment, it is not in our 
mind to depreciate the executive 
force of the law or the general con- 
trol on society. 

It is not our intention to do $o, 
because society has members who 
tend to evil, corruption and unavail- 
ing play, however upright are its 
other members. Furthermore, it has 
among its members some, though in 
a minority, who defy virtueous moral 
values, ideals, uprightness, and the 
welfare of society. It may be that 
one day this moral force is weakened 
and consequently corruption and 
play will prevail, should there be no 
executive power or general control 
on society. Islam, therefore, does not 
deny the existence of such a force 
or such control. On the contrary, 
Lniam calls for it and seeks it, so 
long as human nature remains un- 
changed : this human nature comp- 
rises both the righteous and the 
libertine, the upright and the crooked.

refers to this principls when saying: 
u you who believe ! obey Allah, 
and obey the messenger and those 
of you who are in authority; and if 
you have a dispute concerning any 
matter refer it to Allah and the 
Messenger if you are (in truth) 
believers in Allah and the Last Day. 
That is better and more seemly in 
the end '". ( S. S. 4, V. 59 ) . By the 
verse " those of you who are in 
authority " is meant men of free thi- 
nking and judgement. And by " refe- 
rring the dispute to God and His 
Messenger ", is meant referring to 
the Book of God and [he Traditions 
of His Prophet. 

This principle ( apart from the 
origins of belief ) provides for the | 
Islamic law a sort of dynami&m and i 
adaptability for ihe followers of this J 
message according io the cireumsta- j 
nces of their environments. Thus the 
Muslim is free to lead a progressive 
as welf as religious life. It is a credit 



whereby ths Islamic society can lead 
a Hie th.it new.r ruuiraiiicts the ge- 
nera! principles of islam. 

Besides, there is another prin- 
ciple aponsored and cherished by 
the Islamic religion wheh is enlve- 
i-biy nee.ied for the consolidation 
uf any given society, that is the ex- 
tinction of social discrimination. In 
Islam neither tribalism nor colour 
can stand in the way of co-operation 
and brotherly relations among the 
believers. The Glorious Quran stron- 
gly emphasizes that all Muslim* are 
one nation irrespective of their breed, 
colour, or nationality ; and that their 
differences in such traits are not 
reasons for dissension and separation 
but are on the contrary, due means 
of friendship and amity. 

Ttlong with these principles 
there is a third one in the Islamic 
Message which is deeply connected 
with the cohesion of the Moslem 
society, iis independence and its 
peculiarity which protects it from 
being absorbed in any other society. 
This principle is the " Islamic Natio- 
nality " contained in the Koranic 
verse: " Faint not nor grieve, for 
you will overcome them if you are 
( hideed ) believers ". 

The application of this principle 
is clearly shown in the marriage 
contract. Islam forbids the marriage 
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repulse them, but speak unto them 
a gracious word". ( S. 17, V. 23 ). In 
the aforementioned Quranic verses 
we find that God, Glorious be He, 
has demanded kindness in so far as 
the treatment of parents and relatives 
is concerned. Such kindness repre- 
sents the most sublime and sophisti- 
cated human standard. Undoubtedly 
the responsibilities which parents un- 
dertake in bringing up their children 
necessitates that the attitude of the 
children should be as such stated in 
the Glorious Quran. 

As for the parent - child relation- 
ihip Islam has not dealt with this 
subject in the same manner as it has | 
with chiidhood problems because j 
Islam depends, in the first place, on 
the natural relationship between the . 
two sides which is very powerful 
and distinct on the part of the par- 
ents. Mam only recommends that 
parents should not devote their time 
and effort to their children to such 
a degree that it is at the expense 
of their own fidility and religious 
devotion. The Quran says in this 
connection : *Your wealth and your 
children are only a temptaion where- 
as Allah with Him is an immense 
reward. So keep your duties to Allah 
as best as you can, and listen, and 
obey, and spend; that is better for 
your souls." (S. G4, Vs. 15-16). 

Furthermore, Islam ordains that 
relationships among mankind as a 



whole should be based on co- 
operation and mutual sympathy. In 
this connection God the Almighty 
savs : " It is not righteousness that 
you turn your laces to the East and 
the West; but righteous is he who 
believes in Allah and the Last Day 
and the angels and the Scripture and 
the Prophets; and gives his wealth, 
though being loved, to kinsfolk and 
the orphans and the needy and the 
wayfarer and to those who ask and 
to set sloves free; and observes 
proper worship and pays the poor 
due." (S. 2, V. 177). And His Messen- 
ger also says : "Your fellow beli- 
evers are your friends; so give them 
out of the food you eat and the 
cloth you wear, and do not do harm 
to God's bondmen". 

Again Islam demands equilibr- 
ium and harmony shiuld, from the 
Islamic point of view, not be motin- 
ated by an extrinsic urge but must 
emanate from the intrinsic motives 
of both individual and society. Hence- 
forth Islam has given immense care 
to " equity". By equity is meant to 
behave according to the virtuous 
standard of humanity. Equity, as 
proclaimed by Islam, contradicts mis- 
use and violation and means modest 
conduct in the spheres of behaviour. 
charitable deeds, labour, preservation 
of relationships, the way of arguing, 
and respect of honour and conse- 
crations, Such equity can only be 
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" Men are in charge of women" 
( S. 4. V. 34 }. 

Such responsibility does nut 
mean authority or mastery but rath- 
er indicates a sort of leadership and 
guidance. Islam has charged man 
with this responsibility only because 
he, by virtue of his physical constru- 
ction, is shouldering certain respons- 
ibilities in the outer life which woman 
cannot usually and principally carry 
out because she is by nature a sub- 
ject to pregnancy and reproduction 
and is shouldering, therefore, other 
responsibilities suitable for her, such 
as bringing up and taking care of 
her children. She is ( accordingly ) 
unable to work in the outer life in 
the same manner as man. Therefore 
man is responsible for the mainten- 
ance and sustenance of his family. It 
is logical then that man's situation 
entitles him to the credits of leader- 
ship and guidance. 

There are other limits set by 
Islam which prevent man from any 
misuse of such privileges and from any 
ill-treatment of woman. The Quran 
illustrates such limits when it states • 
" Divorce must be pronounced twice 
and then { a woman ) must be retai- 
ned in honour or released in kind- 
ness ". ( S. 2, 229 ). Islam thus dema- 
nds thut matrimonial life should be 
based on equitable terms on one 



hand, and that separation if it hap- 
pens should on the other hand be 
made, in likewise equitable manner. 

The believer who develops i 
sense of religions morality c£!r:mot 
but be air and just. He neither im- 
poses nor misuses The responsibilities 
with which he is entrusted such as 
guidance and leadership. It is mani- 
fest after all that man's privileges 
over woman only mean his sincere 
endeavours to achieve the good for 
both of them. 

Because Islam respects and as- 
serts the individual characteristics, it 
does not allow man to interfere in 
the financial affairs of his wife or to 
impose his opinions and beliefs on 
her. Woman, in turn, is only dema- 
nded not to hurt the feelings of her 
husband by means of possessions and 
beliefs. She must carry out her duties 
and call for her rights without the 
slightest delay. 

Islam, in the circle of kinship, 
demands the same harmony and 
equilibrium among relatives, God the 
Almighty says : " And serve Allah. 
Ascribe nothing as partner unto Him. 
( Show ) Kindess unto parents and 
unto near kindred". ( S. 4, V. 36). 
The Lord has decreed that you wor- 
ship none save Him, and ( that you 
show ) kindness to parents. If one 
or both of them reach old age with 
you, say not " Fie " unto them nor 
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This verse reveals to us that 
Islam acknowledges the human nai li- 
re as being at one and (he same time 
materialistic and spiritual, practical 
and idealistic. Wiaie it does not deny 
man the right of enjoying the fruits 
of this world, which belong to the 
materialistic side of his nature, it 
enjoins that while enjoying them and 
while working hard for the achieve- 
ment of worldly aims he should 
always direct himself towards God, 
i.e. to avoid corruption and vice; to 
avoid using whatever achievements 
he can gain, thus inviting corruption 
of the society. This is what iz meant 
by the verse ; 

* And seek not corruption in 
the earth; Lo ! Allah loves not corru- 
pters". 

Islam, in the domain of society, 
has laid down the foundations upon 
which the system of family, which 
represents the smallest cell of socie- 
ty, is built. It provides for the rules 
of marriage and matrimonial life in 
which two individuals are associated 
with each other leading the same 
course of Die and working for the 
same purpose. The Islamic institution 
in this respect does not work for the 
annihilation of the individuality of 
each of the two mates and does not 
demand that either of them should 
be absorbed by or melted in the 



other's personality. This is because 
Islam '>* i"u!'y aware of the tect 
th«t t'.e individual characteristics 
can by no means be annihilated or 
absorbed by any other individual. 

Islam only seeks harmony and 
equilibrium between the two parties 
in the sense that neither of them 
violates the righis of the other or 
disregards his existence and dignity. 
Instead Islam proclaims that both of 
them are to proceed along the 
course of matrimonial life side by 
side in a harmonious and symm- 
etrical manner. Therefore it has 
bestowed ihe two spouses with 
certain rights and obligations to help 
keep them undertake their respective 
responsibilities in their matrimonial 
career. The Quran says : "And women 
shall have rights similar \o the rights 
against Ihem. according to what is 
equitable; but men have degree ( of 
advantage) over them". ( S. 2, V. 
228). 

By so saying the Quran has 
laid down the principle of equality 
between wife and husband. It is only 
meant by man's privilege mentioned 
I in the said verse the responsibility of 
! man to stand firm in woman's busi- 
ness, to protect her interests and 
look after her affairs. This notion has 
been emphatically stated in the foll- 
owing Quranic verse : 

[2] 
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perceptions whatever they may be 
are apt to be influenced by the 
factors that have, influence on man ; 
and then it is easy for human per- 
ception to change. 

This religious morality - based 
upon the three elements of belief : 
the belief in the oneness of God, in 
the Message of the Prophet, peace 
be upon him, and in the judgement 
Day - is therefore, a fruitful motive 
in achieving good conduct and nice 
treatment of others. When these 
■re achieved, co-operation between 
individuals is not only possible 
but is indeed an ipsofacto result. 
Moreover, it will lead to real fra- 
ternity founded upon genuine love 
whereon powerful cohesion takes 
place. 

3) The Contents of the Heavenly i 
Message. 

Since the belief in the oneness 
of God <■ which is an element in the 
religious morality - is in reality a 
belief in freedom from superstition 
false creeds, humility and submission, 
while it is a belief in the sublime in 
the human nature, the belief in the 
Prophet however is not at all belief 
in his person as a human being, but 
in him as a Messenger and a ring in 
the chain of delivering the Revelation 
of God unto the people. If the con- 
tents of this Message are a planning 



of the individual conduct and the 
limits of inter-relations between one 
individual and another in society, 
the belief in the Messenger and his 
Message therefore mpans the follow- 
ing of him in ordtT to perform the 
contents of his message, i.e. to per- 
form the right way of conduct and 
right dealing with others, 

When we view the contents of 
this message, and the limits and 
designs it draws, we shall find that 
it draws, we shall find that in all 
this it aimed at the achievement of 
equilibrium between the dual nature 
of the individual and between one 
individual and another in society. For 
the individual - although a unity to 
all appearance - is in fact composed 
of two counterparts : of wisdom in- 
spiring to moderateness and desire 
inciting to extravagance ; of mind 
and body each having its own in- 
clination. Here we find that Islam in 
this very circle - that of the indivi- 
dual - does not deny any of the two 
counterparts. 

"But seek the abode of the 
Hereafter in that which Allah has 
given you and neglect not the portion 
of the world, and be you kind even 
as Ailah has been kind to you, zmd 
seek not corruption in the earth; 
Lo ! Allah loves not corruptors ". 
( S, 28, V. 77 ). 
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ond the law made by society and ] 
imposed upon individuals by force 
and watch is that the domination ci i 
the law wiih its executive power 
ties outside the human being and is ' 
imposed upon liim from without. In 
the modern civil society - the society 
that impoes the law and executes 
it - man acts under the pressure of 
this force which lies outside him. 
When society neglects the peform- 
itaee of law one day or its grip 
loosens a little, the individual in 
turn will neglect his duty ... the 
duty imposed upon him by law and 
its executive power. 

Therefore, in the society that 
does not function upon a spontane- 
ous impulse within its individuals, 
communal work depends upon the 
power of the executive authority and 
its vigilence in watching the execut- 
ion of the law. The Modern State 
bears a heavy task in achieving such 
an executive power and such a 
vigilance. 

The individual in the modern 
society always feels the push of law 
behind his back and feels also that 
his freedom is limited and his will 
confined; for he is nearly obliged to 
act as he dees, while as in a society 
of religious morality -such as the 
Islamic society - the individual is free 
from this depression for he feels that 
it is he who pushes himself and that 



therefore he is free in obeying his 
inner imputes. Thus in a society of 
religious morality personal freedom 
is an important element both in 
construction and improvement of 
work, for freedom of work and 
spontaneity are alw ays accompanied 
by a pleasant desire for work and 
perfection. This is why in the 18th 
century some idealistic moralists in 
the European society tried to build 
up individual morality based upon 
the idea of "Duty for duty's sake", 
This idealistic ethics prevailed in the 
German people in particular and wai 
known as Kant's principle or the 
Moral Duty. Although it is a mor- 
ality invoking spontaneous action 
without the control of the imposed 
law with its executive power, it is 
different from the religious morality 
that Islam wishes for the Moslem 
society - the morality which is the 
basis lor the cohesion Moslem society 
and the co-operation of its individu- 
als. For whatever ihe case may be 
we should not forget that the basis 
of the religio-moral power is the 
belief in God, while the basis of the 
idealistic moraity is the perception 
of the duty of man towards man- 
kind. A great difference is there 
between a power that depends upon 
the belief in God and another that 
depends upon man's perception of 
mankind. The belief in God is more 
likely to continue or at least to con- 
tinue for a longer time while man's 
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peace be upon him. While it is be, 
lief in God it likewise based on 
the belief in the Prophet's Message 
and its contents. Another of its ele, 
meats is the belief in requital on 
the Last Day, which incites conti" 
mious vitality and vigility viewing 
that this religious morality should 
perform its function according to 
what one believes. The three eleme- 
nts of belief : the belief in God, the 
belief in the Messenger and the 
Revelation which is the contents of 
his Message, and the belief in the 
Last Day and its requital are all 
contained in the first verses of the 
Chapter of the Cow * Aleph, Lam» 
Meem". 

" This is the scripture whereof 
there is no dout, a guidance unto 
those who ward off ( evil ). Who 
believe in the unseen, and establish 
worship and spend of that — We 
have bestowed upon them. And who 
believe in that which is revealed 
unto you ( Muhammed ) and that 
which was revealed before you and 
are ceitain of the Hereafter. These 
depend on guidance from their Lord 
These are the successful". ( S. 2, Vs i 

1-5). ': 

He describes the believers by 
these three qualities : They are the , 
pious; they are those guided by their j 
God; they are the successful and pro- ; 
sperous. The belief in the unknown 



involves primarily the belief in God 
for He is the Being unperceived bv 
anybody's sight while He perceives 
every body's sight. 

Belief in what was revealed is 
the belief in God's Message and the 
sure knowledge of the Judgement 
Day is the deep belief in it. In the 
Sura of Women the Koran gives 
these three elements of belief another 
expression. It demands belief in 
them, then describes those who deny 
them by having gone far astray : 
' O you who belisve 1 Believe in 
Allah and His Messenger, and the 
Scripture which has revealed unto 
His Messenger, and the Scripture 
which He revealed aforetime. Who 
so disbelieves in Allah and His an- 
gels and His Scriptures and Messen- 
gers and the Last Day, he verily has 
wandered far astray ". ( S. 4, V. 136). 

This religious morality, based 
on these three factors of belief, is 
the morality that invokes man to 
good conduct, rightousness, co-ope- 
ration and fraternity between indivi- 
duals, the impulse here being a 
spontaneous one which needs neither 
external motive nor external watch 
for its domination is derived from 
the belief which the believer holds 
in his heart. The difference between 
the case of the believer who holds 
within himself !he impulse for right 
doing and co- ope ration with others 
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seeking because all men's action and 
thoughts vill b- 3 orientated by such 
authority and influenced by its wish. 
Such authority whaiever its attributes 
nay be. is carried out by a group 
of people who may have whims or 
purposes or partialities. As such 
whims, purposes and partialities and 
not the common will become an 
arbitrary law which could not be 
discussed and a holy order which 
could not be criticised. Polytheism 
is one of the aspects of such au- 
thority. The idea of having a partner 
to God is clearly and decisively dealt 
with from the point of view of Iilam 
in the following verse : 

"Allah pardons not that part- 
ners should be ascribed unto him. 
He pardons all save that to whom 
He will. 

Whoso ascribes partners unto 
Allah has wandered far astray ". 
(S. 4, V. 116). 

Evidently the belief in one God, 
to which Islam calls and insists upon, 
does oppose the existence of such 
a religious authority as referred to 
in the preceding chapter. Hence those 
who speak about a religion of their 
own or a siaie of their own in Islam 
or in the Moslem society are in fact 
expressing ideas alien to the naiure 
of Islam. They are only trying to 
imitate the conversion of the Roman 
Catholic Church in the Middle Ages 



when it was governing the Christian 
Society in Europe in the name of 
God, and when it uivJowed on its 
priests the infallibility in word and 
deed and imposed upon all the other 
people the holy submission to the 
orders of the clergy men who were 
the representatives of God on earth 
and who shared with him the holin- 
ess and infallibility. 

Islam does not know such 
society. It knows oniy a human 
society which believes in one God 
and believes in the Message revealed 
by God to the messenger of the 
Islamic call, Mohammed son of Abd 
Allah may peace be upon him. 

2) Religious Morality or Reli- 
gious Conscience. 

If unity in believing in God is 
at the same time the goal of the 
Islamic society and the principle 
element of its constitution, the reli- 
gious morality or conscience is an 
important factor both in the conti- 
nuation and cohesion of this society. 

Religious moifiUiv is a psychic 
capability which t-K-i >ir.ee in the 
constitution ot person who beleJves 
in God and which becomes toe sou- 
rce oi a certain behaviour that co- 
ordinates with the teachings of the 
Nessage of the Prophet Mohammed,

The society which believes in 
one God is the only free human 
society. It is the society which is 
able to differentiate in full consciou- 
sness between man as a distinguish- 
ed creature and all other creatines 
which were created only to serve 
man and his ends. And the Islamic 
•ociety is the society that believes 
in one God. 

The objectives of the Islamic 
society, being the one that believes 
in one God only, are the liberation 
from all that degrades human dignity, 
the freedom from all that hinders 
man's motion forward and his end- 
eavour to proceed progressively in 
life and to rid himself of all that 
stands in his way as the master of 
this universe. 

The Islamic society by believ- 
ing in one God, is and will always 
be a human society since it does not 
regard itself a religious society in

the sense conceived by the Reman 
Church in Europe in the Middle Ages 
when it was believed that a certain 
class had the right to manage the 
life of the other classess, considering 
itself class above the common people, 
on being given that right from God 
and therefore it had the right to 
deal wiih matters by his will and 
thus its judgement was holy and 
arbitrary. 

The belief in one God doss net 
by any means, give the Moslem 
society such authority. On the con- 
trary, it gives every individaul an 
incentive to liberate himself from 
anything that may hinder his free- 
dom, thinking and action. It urges 
the individual to work, to seek and 
j to evaluate in full liberality. The 
| existence of an authority whose 
j thought and judgments are infallible 
j and holy and whose actions and 
j directions are godly is no doubt a 
1 deterrent to free thinking, acting and 
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have prepared for them a penalty 
grievous ( indeed ). 

(Surah the children of Israel, 
verses 9 — 10 ). 

" >e who believe ! give your 
response to God and his Apostle 
when He calleth you to that which 
will give you life. " 

( Surah the Spoils of war, verse 22). 

* H only they had stood fast 
by the law, the Gospel, and all the 
the revelation that was sent to them 
from their Lord, they would have 
enjoyed happiness from every side. 
There is from among them. A party 
on the right cource : But many of 
them follow a course that is evil." 

( Surah the Table, verse i'M ) 

"Whoever works righteousness, 
man or wurnan, and has iaith, verity' 
to him will We give a new ule, a 
life that is good and puis, and We 
will bestow on such their reward 
according to the best oi their 
actions."

The islamic principles toward* 
the improvement of humanity are 
based on the following facts: The 
human being has both a body and 
a souk And each one has its enjoy- 
ments and desires, Every man also 
has an independent personality which 
is attached to him as an individual 
and another personality attached to 
him as a member of his natioral 
and %man society. Indeed, these 
two personalities cause man to 
- .py Kippiness, especially, in 
case ci bis moderation whithout 
intensity or extravagane, Surely, 
man will not he a complete happy, 
! unless he performs his duties, enjoys 
I his rights and consolidates his rela- 
| tions to both his Gcd and his citizens 
! people. IF we observe the instructions 
j of Ip'am, its beliefs, its worships, its 
! teachings and its iegis'i&acns, we 
| shall find that they arc always con- 
sidering the different needs ci the 
human being to reaUae happiness for 
him, body and soul, as a person or as 
a member of the society. 
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of the world - that his orders to his 
bondmen are a guidance and a mer- 
cy for them all. And of course, the 
oppsition or the antagonism vl the 
people never gives God's mercy, 
but verily God's mercy is caused by 
the following of the right way and 
summoning others to embrace it. No 
doubt that the right never opposes 
fight, but verily it alwavs opposes 
the wrong. In this connection holy 
Qur'an says next to the story of 
Adam and his repentance for his Sin 
* He said, get ye down both of yon, 
all to geiher from the garden with 
enmity one to another; but if, as is 
sure, there comes to you guidance 
from Me, whosoever follows my 
guidance, will not lose his way, nor 
fall into misery. But whosoever turns 
away from my message, verily for 
him is a life narrowed down and we 
shall raise him up blind on the day 
of Judgement." (S. I'dha, V. 123-124) 

The ek-rnUf/ of Islam is onlj/ 
realized by the eternity of its origin : 

Because Islam is the religion 

which 'was uweeled from God 
and because it w the guidance o* 
Lord of t'le world to the selected 
messenger wlu was ordered to c n- 
vey it to the mankind, and because 
God — ine eternal and the most 
merciful — is he who granted Islam 
and his mercy, is actually an immo- 
rtal one, and because of Islam is a 



feature of this God's mercy, it should 
be an eternal religion as its source. 

Islam leads to the happiness of 
people. : 

Because we believe that Islam 
is the eternal religion and that its 
eternity is the result of the eternity 
of its source ( God most gracious, 
most merciful ), wc should observe 
its teachings to affirm and then 
decide if its instructions are have to 
guide mankind to stability and happ- 
iness or not. Indeed, if we examined 
the Islamic teachings thoroughly, we 
should come to the conclusion that 
Islam is the ideal sys'em that leads 
both the individual and the society 
to their happiness, wheal her it is in 
this world or in the Herealier. Islam 
calls people to be in a good conduct 
during their life, it orders them to 
treat each other kindly, also it prev- 
ents the wrong deeds and also proh- 
ibited all kinds of aggression. 

In this respect, the glorious 
Qur'an says : " Verily, this Qur'an 
doth &;dde to that which is most 
right { or stable ), and giveth the 
glad tidings to the believers who 
work deeds of righteousness, that 
they shall have a magnificent reward; 
and to those who believe not in the 
Hereafter, ( it announceth ) that we 
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religion is " Ulam " " ye who be- 
lieve ! fear God as He should be 
feared, and die not except in a state 
of Islam " ( Surah the Family of Im- 
ran, verse 102). "Say:" people 
of the Book i come to common terms 
as between us and you: That we 
worship none but God ; that we 
associate no partner with Him ; that 
we erect not, from among ourselves 
Lords and pmrons other than God. " 
IF then they turn back, say ; Bear 
witness that we ( at least ) are Mus- 
lims ( bowing ) to God's will ) . 

( Surah the Family of Imran, 
werse 64 ). 

With regard to the lies of both 
the christians and the Jews, and 
because they propagated that there is 
no link among the religions, The 
Quran said "Abraham was not a Jew, 
nor \e v a christian, but tie was 
true in iaith and bowed his will to 
God's ( which is Islam ) . And he 
joined not gods with God. 

( Surah the family of Imran, 
verse 67 ) . 

'They say : become jews or 

christians if yo.i would he guided 
( lo salvation ) "' Say thou : " Nay ! 
( I would rather ) the religion of 
Abraham the true, and he joined not 
goJs with God. " Say yt* : " We 
believe in God, and the revelaiion 
given to us, and to Abraham, Ismail, 
Isaac, Jacob and the Tribes ; and that 



given to Moses and Jesus and that 
given :0 ( til ) prophets irom their 
Lord : We n:ake no difference beiw- 
een one aiid another ot them : And 
we bow to God ( in Islam ). So if 
they believe as ye believe, they are 
indeed on the right path; but if they 
turn back, it is they who are in 
schism; but God will suffice thee as 
against them, and He is the All Hea- 
ring. The All-Knowing. ( our religion 
is ) The Baptism of God : And who 
can baptize better than God ? And 
it is He whom we worihip". 

These Quranic verses are the 
real proof that the Teligion before 
God is one as they state also ihat 
the sole religion which God considers 
is Islam that was preached by the 
first prop! or End by ihe last one as 
well. T>ie frist prophet started the 
Islamic call and the last one comp- 
leted it. In this respect holy Qur'an 
says "This day have I perfected 
your Religion for you and completed 
my favour upon you, and have cho- 
sen for you Islam as your religion" 
f Sourah. The Table Spread, V. 4. ] 

Surely, it is impossible that 

these several religions which op- 

i poses one another, are revealed 

from God Who is the mo^t knower 

i and the sole owner of the souls 

| of the peopje. As a matter of fact 

God lend the people by means of 

his messengers - since the creation 
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In the holy Quran, we find many 
verses which ore clearly declaring 
the unity of all the religions. God 
ordered every one of his messengers 
to call people to believe in both 
the prophets before him and those 
who will come after him. This order 
will lead every one to perform his 
duty completely towards God's mess- 
age. The glorious Qur'an says : 

"Behold ! God took the covenant 
of the Prophets, saying: "1 give you 
a Book and wisdom; then comes to 
you an Apostle, confirming what is 
with you; do Ye believe in him and 
render him help." God said : "Do 
ye agree; and take this my covenant 
as binding on you ?" They said ; 
"We agree." He said: "then bear 
witness, and ! am with you among 
the witnesses," IF any turn ontck 
after this, they are perverted tran- 
sgressors. Do they seek for other 
than the Religion of God 7 - while 
all creatures in the heavens and on 
earth have willing or unvilling, bowed 
to His will (accepted Islam), and to 
Him shall they all be brought back 
Say : "We believe in God, and in 
what has been revealed to us and 
what was revealed to Abraham, 
IsmeiJ, Isaac, Jacob, and the Tribes 
and in ( the books ) given to Moses, 
Jesus, and the prophets from; thoir 
Lord : We make no distinction be- 
tween one and another among them, 
and to God do we bow our will 



(in Islam)." IF any one desires a 
religion other than Islam (Submission 
to God), never will it be accepted 
of him; and in the Hereafter he will 
be in the ranks of those who have 
lost (All spiritual good), f Surah the 
family of Imran verses 81 : 85. J 

In the following veises it is 
very obvious that Islam is the sole 
religion accepted by God * The. 
Religicn before God is Islam (subm- 
ission to His will) : Nor did the 
j people of the Book dissent therefrom 
I except through envy of each other, 
I after knowiedge had come to them". 
i [ Surah the Family of Imran, V. 19] . 

"And who turns away from the 
religion of Abraham but such as 
debase their souls with folly ? Him 
we chose and rendered pure in this 
world : And He will be in the Here- 
after in the ranks of the Righteous. 
Behold; his Lord said to him "Bow 
(faey will to me) :" Hi; said : "I bow 
( my will ) to the lord and cherisher 
of the universe. And this was the 
legacy that Abrham left to his sons, 
and so did Jacob; "Oh my sons ! God 
hath chosen the Faith for you: then 
die not except in the faith of Islam." 
[Surah the cow, verses, 130-132];. 

It is our duty to put the next 
verses beside the former one. Tbis 
will assure us that the call of all 
the prophets is one and that 1he 
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Because the people's differ- 
ent opinions, especially with regard 
to the dislimited affairs of life- 
cause the personality of the nation 
to be lost, so it will not be astonish- 
ing that the difference among man- 
kind — especially in religion, its 
aims and principles — will lead them 
to be separated and also lead them 
to fight against each other. Hence, 
the guidance of God devided into 
several religions. They kept God's 
teachings aside, while they encour- 
ged their habits and traditions, their 
nationalities and the policy which 
they are following. Consequently, 
several religions appeard in the 
people's minds : Judaism, the religion 
which was revealed to Moses from i 
God and which its followers hold it 
fast and continuously. Christianity, 
which was revealed to Jesus with 
certain instructions. Its people are 
embracing and defending firmly its 
principles. Islam, which is the relig- 
ion revealed to Mohamad " peace 
from God may be u^on him " and 
which contains teachings followed 
by many faithful followers who are 
preaching and defending them with 
all their might. 

As a result of what we menti- 
oned, people embraced several relig- 
ions, they devided in the guidance 
of God to many faiths and beliefs, 
though in its origr.: it is one only 
and the all revealed from Almighty 



God, No Judaism, no Christianity, 
but one religion, one guidance of 
one svstem and one source that it 
the Lord of both earth and heavens, 
cherisher and sustainer of the world.

God : 

Islam is not * new religion as 
many people understand, but it is — 
according to the holy Qur'an — the 
same which God revealed to the first 
messenger to his bendmen, then it 
was revealed successively to all of 
his messengers to convey God's 
message to the minkind and to 
enable people to reach a better 
thought and a full understanding.

The Per sonality of the nation : 

For any nation to be existed, it 
should gother both the two personalit- 
ies : The immaterial and the material 
one as well. The material personality 
of ihe nation, is due to its standing on 
such environment, nature of land and 
horizon, while the immaterial person- 
ality of it is due to its feeling of 
the situation which it takes among 
the other nations of the world, its 
part from the life, and the unity of 
its thinking in this purt which it has j 
been granted in the lile. j 

No doubt that the nation's i 
immaterial personality us an import- j 
ant fac'or for its strength. And if it | 
last this factor, t would po through 
life in a bad condition : Complete
